It also came out in the witness’ 
testimony that he had gone to 
Wilmington around 12:30 in the 
afternoon on that day to pick up 
100 THC pills, a synthetic mari- 
jauna derivative. 

The witness related that he sold 
some of the pills and that later in 
the evening he had provided bail 
money when one of the defendents 
was arrested by the police. 

When he was asked by Attorney 
Asgeirsson if he had used any of 
the drugs the witness replied that 


he had not. 
In a directed examination of the 
witness, Federal Attorney Brown 
asked the witness if his testimony 
before the court was correct. 
Brown explained this to mean 
that the witness had fallen asleep 
as he testified before the jury and 
that the bright flash he had testi- 
fied to seeing before the Grand 
Jury was not seen at the ware- 
house. but was seen when he 
awoke on Route 62 in Wilmington. 
Tt was not a bright flash you 
saw. it was the light in the sky from 
the fire at Brown's Terminal 
wasn’t it?” asked the attorney. 
The witness replied, "Yes" 
Attorney Brown also asked if 
the large amount of alcohol the 
witness had stated he took on the
